Deparia minamitanii Serizawa, sp. nov. 

Filix terrestris. Rhizoma ascendens vel suberectum, cum reliquis stipi- 
tum 1.3-2.5 cm crassum. Frondes in quoque individuo 2-7, fasciculatae, 
dimorphae; frons vernalis sterilis, humilis, procumbens vel ascendens; frons 
aestivalis fertilis, elata, erecta. Stipes frondis fertilis 13-35 cm longus, basi 
non attenuatus et sine aerophoris, pilosus, subtus sparsim squamatus; squ- 
amis lanceolatis vel ovatis usque 5 mm longis, membranaceis, pallido-brunneis.

The present new species is similar to Deparia polyrhizon of Ceylon in 
its general habit, but differs from D. polyrhizon in conspicuously dimorphic 
and more hairy leaves, narrower laminae, and more numerous pinnae.

Summary 

The present paper deals with several Japanese species of Deparia sect. 
Athyriopsis. In the present paper, a new species (D. minamitanii Serizawa) 
was described, and five new combinations were proposed. Diplazium grammi- 
toides form, yakusimense was reduced to a synonym of D. conilii.
